“This is just the beginning of the primary in- 
vestigation of specific cases in general,” said 
Lieb, adding a that plausible as well as unplausi- 
ble methods of disease transmissions, will be 
considered. 

Lieb also said that the first order of business 
will be to find out ‘what portion of the picture 
can be explained by possible modes of transmis- 
sion’, 

Of the current 31 AIDS cases, the team will be 


looking at six high risk AIDS cases, out of which 
four have already died. 

"It might be harder to form a pattern," said 
Lieb of the deceased victims. ‘We will be speak- 
ing with associates of the people in the high risk 
catagory.” 

Lieb also mentioned that there is no evidence 
in Belle Glade or anyplace else where the en- 
vironment or mosquitos plays a role in transmit- 
ting AIDS. 

“AIDS is a virus,” Lieb said. "Үе don't know 
how it's been transmitted." 


According to Strang, the city will be fur- 
nishing the team with maps, demographic infor- 
mation and ‘any other information they want 
before drawing their own conclusions about 
AIDS. 

The information they gather will be channeled 
back to Dr. Carl Brumback, who is head of the 
Palm Beach County Health Department. 

"It was a very positive meeting," said Strang. 
“They're going to look at the whole ball of wax 
before making any statements,"
